ALUM BAKING POWDERS. 


Declared Atialterntfcd Food and Their 
Sale Illegal. 


The result of a trial just concluded at 
Canton, N. Y., before Judge Kellogg, 
will have a salutary effect m checking 
the sale of one class of adulterated food. 
Two men, named Moon and Akerili, 
were arrested for selling adulterated 
baking powder in violation of the stote 
food adulteration act. 
The indictment 
was for both selling baking powders that 
were inferior, adulterated and injurious 
to health by reason of being made from 
alum, and for selling them under pre- 
tense of being a wholesome cream of 
tartar baking powder. 
A stubborn de- 
fense -was made, the claim being set up 
that baking powders were not articles of 
food 
and 
that 
the 
powder 
the 
defendants 
were 
selling, 
which 
was 
known 
as 
Gillett's, 
was 
a 
standard article of trade, and that alum 
baking powders inferior to it, like Davis' 
and others, were being sold by other 
dealers in the same town without com- 
plaint. 
The court held that baking pow- 
ders were articles of food within 
the 
meaning of tbe law, and the jury found 
the defendants guility 
upon all the 
charges. 
The ca^e has attracted much 
attention from being the first brought 
under the State Food Adulteration Act 
against dealers in alum baking powder. 
The result of the trial is to class snch 
baking powders as adulterated articles of 
food and to make their sale illegal. 
There are many alum baking powders 
put up in cfans, under some name or 
brand, in addition to those sold in bulk, 
the sale of all of which cautious deMers 
will probably be unwilling to continue.

The President Nominates HelTille W. 


Fnller, of Illinois, Chief Justice 
of the United State». 


WASHINGTON, April 30—The president 
has scut to ihe senate the nomination of 
Melville W. Fuller, of Illinois, to be 
chief justice of the United States. 


SKETCH OF HIS 
LIFE. 


CHICAGO, April 30.—The nomination 
of Melville W. Fuller, of Chicago, as 
chief justice of the United States, is re- 
garded here with unbounded satisfaction 
by the leading men of both parties. Mr. 
Fuller is in every respect fitted to fill the 
high ofiSce to which he has been nom- 
inated. 


He was born in Augusta, Maine, Feb- 
ruiry 11, 1833. 
He graduated at Bow- 
dain in 1853, his classmate being E. J. 
Phelps, our minister to . England. 
He 
began the law practice in Augusta in 
1856, and acted for a time as editor of 
the Age. 
He has been a resident oi 
Chicago since 1858. 
In 1861 he was 
elected a member of the state constitu- 
tional convention. 
In 1862 he was 
chosen to the legislature, and, although 
democrat, ru ining each time in a 
strong republican district, he was vic- 
torious by large majorities. 


He was a delegate to the democratic 
national conventions of 1864, 1872, 1876 
and 1880. 


Mr. Fuller was dining with some 
friends at the Iroquois club when found 
by the Associated press reporter. 
He 
had no intimation whatever of the nomi- 
nation and was so overcome at the an - 
nouncement that for some moments he 
could utter nothing more than an excla- 
mation of surprise. 


He requested that he be not pressed 
for au extended interview, saying that he 
was not in a coudition to talk on the 
subject, as the nomination had come so 
unexpectedly. 
He, however, stated that 
he would not decline the nomination. 


OOMltKNTS. 


Mr. Springer said : "The appointment 
of Mr. Fuller, as chief justice, was the 
best one that the président could have 
made.

He is a scholar and possessed of 
more than ordinary literary attainments. 
I regard him as an excellent lawyer and 
am sure he will make an excellent chief 
justice."

Authorit y of I he Federal congress to ex- 
clude from tlie Federal Union any part of 
a territory tliat liolda acaucus ami applies 
for admission. 
This does not retjuire con- 
tradiction. 
Its hypocrisy and false pre- 
tense are as ¡¡lain as the purpose of the 
Dakota conspiracy. The Republican party- 
Is about to lose control of the senate, and 
these speeches are made in pursuance of a 
plan to retain it throufi^h rotten borough 
representation. 
The scheme of dividing 
snch ten-itories of the northwest as are 
Bupjioseii lo be safely Republican, and ad- 
mitting 1 lie fragments one at a time as 
Bepurate states, each entitled to two sena- 
tors. was put in operation as "a local 
movement ' in Dakota. 
Secession is a 
necessary part of the plan, and its pro- 
niotns iiave already shown the spirit of 
rebeilinn. 
They have attempted to or- 
ganize one section of a federal territory 
and .recede with it into the Union. 


Tliey .iisregard tlie territorial control of 
the iedei al government and assume to set 
up a gov eriunent having rights superior 
to the feiieral laws. 
They denuind admis- 
bion, not as the people of a territory, but 
as a body (jt secessionists in a territory. 


They do not come as a body of law abid- 
ing citizens, petitioning the Union of 
states to set apart enough of its common 
land to make a state for them, to be ad- 
mitted into the Union at the good pleas- 
ure of the Union, but as a band of con- 
spirators, demanding to be allowed to 
inaugurate a system of rotten senatorial 
boroughs that wiU give them, and the Re- 
publican party through them, sure con- 
trol of the United State.s seuute.

definitely. 
There is already more than 
enough rotten borough representation in 
the senate. 
WhUe it was in power the 
Republican party manipulated the census 
with a direct view to control of the sen- 
ate. 


A fair and honest count of the inhabi- 
tants of Dakota may show that there are 
enough people in the whole territory to 
make it advisable to admit it as a state. 
Such a fair and honest count will bo made 
in 1S90. To admit Dakota in sections, on 
the representations of conspirators, before 
a careful census of its inhabitants, would 
be making a surrender of the whole plan 
of Union and accepting the secession pre- 
cedent set by the Republican party ia the 
case of West Virginia.—St. Louis Repub- 
lican.

When the brain of the balanced 
person is relaxing from thought tht> flow 
is toward the feet, with a corresponding 
oscillation. 
The investigator has con- 
tinued his .studies of the circulation until 
it seems that he may almost read one's 
thoughts and sensations. 
A tracing from 
a single jiulse beat shows him whether a 
person is fai^tuig or not, two beats serve 
to determine whether the subject is a 
ttiinking or heedlesb one, whether asleep 
or awake, cold or warm, agitated or 
calm. 
The changing pulse even told him 
when a professional friend was reading 
Italian and when Greek, the greater effort 
for the latter dtily affecting the blood 
How.—Herald of Health.
